Tuesday, September 28, 1976, has been agreed upon as the 
date for the referendum election on the elderly housing project. 
The city council will adopt a final resolution to that effect on 
Monday, August 9, at its next regular meeting. 
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OVER 1500 STUDENTS EXPECTED 
FOR OPENING OF ROOSEVELT H.S.

When the doors of the Eleanor Roosevelt High School offi¬ 
cially open on September 7, the enrollment of the 2,300 pupil 
capacity facility is expected to total slightly over 1,500. Accord¬ 
ing to Roy Parker, school construction chief, the $11 million dollar 
school will not be completed at the time, but there wil be “bene¬ 
ficial occupancy” - “plenty of space for the kids who are going to 
be there.” 


The new school will house a 
technology program emphasizing 
mathematics and science as well as 
a regular, comprehensive academic 
program. 

About 840 tenth and eleventh 
graders will atend the com¬ 
prehensive portion of Roosevelt - 
627 from fixed boundaries and. 213 
unde-r an open enrollment system. 
Accepted into the career technol¬ 
ogy component are 700 ninth, tenth 
and eleventh graders. Of this num¬ 
ber, 357 are ninth graders. For the 
first year there will be no senior 
class. 

Continuing throughout the sum¬ 
mer months is the herculean task 
of registering and guiding students 
in course selections. Principal Ro¬ 
bert Ogden reports that the desig¬ 
nated registration period for the 
technology program is over this 
week, and those students accepted 
into the comprehensive component 
under open enrollment will begin to 
register next week. However, regis¬ 
tration will continue throughout 
the summer for new students and 
those who were vacationing 

A total of 400 spaces had been 
set aside for students outside of 
Roosevelt’s attendance area on a 
first-come, first-served basis. Trans¬ 
fers, however, must adhere to Board 
policy, at least for the first year, that 
no new school will open below 10 
percent or about 50 percent black, 
and that no new school will be 
permitted to tip other schools be¬ 
yond these percentages. Some 213 
students were accepted for the 1976- 
77 school year. 

Transfer Dispute 

Delays in registering these stu¬ 
dents occurred when board mem¬ 
ber Nicholas Eny challenged Super¬ 
intendent Edward J. Feeney’s de¬ 
cision to bar the transfer of 45 
students now enrolled at Fairmont 
He'ghts Senior High School to the 
comprehensive portion of Roose¬ 
velt On July 9 th" board voted 
to uphold the superintendent’s de¬ 
cision. The 6 to 2 vote to back the 
superintendent came on the advie^ 
of School Board Attorney Paul M. 
Nussbaum that allowing the trans¬ 
fers could provide- grounds for a 
reopening of the court ease which 
brought about court-ordered busing 
in Prince George county beginning 
in Januar/ of 1973. 

Nussbaum. in a letter to the 
Board members, had warned that 
the June Supreme Court decision 
against continuing court supervi¬ 
sion of a desegregation plan in 
Pascdena, California, specificallv 
excluded anv change- in the racial 
mix in schools as a result of school 
board action (in other words, chan¬ 
ges in the racial mix of a school 
as a result of housing patterns 
changes do not warrant a court’s 
stepping in to order more busing . . 
but if a local school system tok°s 
action on its own tint changes the 
racial mix it’s another story en ■ 
tirely.) Thus, Nussbaum warned 
fin*’ the Prince Georges Board 
could be courting renewed legal ac¬ 
tion if it approved transfers that 
would tin the racial balance at Fair¬ 
mont Heights too far. Thirty-nine

Chairman Sue Mills in voting “no.” 
Eny argued that such a policy a- 
mounts to discrimination against 
white students. After the vote, he 
said he would initiate legal action 
and an appeal to the State Board of 
Education in an attempt to have 
the decision overturned; he added 
that if he is not successful, he will 
not seek reelection this fall.

lst-Qtr. GHI Operations 
Run Close to Budget

First-quarter financial reports 
for Greenbelt Homes, Inc., show 
expenditures running very close to 
budgeted figures — within 3 per¬ 
cent. Due largely to acceleration 
of certain maintenance programs 
made possible by the warm weather, 
first quarter expenditures were a- 
bout $24,200 above the $974,800 fore¬ 
cast in the budget. 

These maintenance programs in¬ 
cluded water line replacement in 
the frame homes, tree work, and 
termite work. Also adding unex¬ 
pectedly to costs was a higher water 
and sewer bill for the first quarter 
as the result of a hike in water 
charges on January 1 by the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com- 
misison (about $6,000 above bud¬ 
get). 

A bright snot in the picture is the 
continuing improvement in the fuel 
oil consumption figures. The fuel 
oil bill for the bricks ran about 
$1,800 below budget and that for 
the frames about $3,800 below. The 
relatively warm weather may have 
had something to do with this im¬ 
provement. 

As is always the case because of 
the seasonal nature of GHI ex¬ 
penditures. first quarter income in 
1976 was short of expenditures by 
about $103 700. The comparable de¬ 
ficit in 1975 was $100,300 and in 
1974, $162,600.

City Council Raps County 
Officials on METRO Vote

City council’s reaction to the proposed advisory referendum 
on construction of the Greenbelt “E” METRO rapid railway was 
immediate and sharp. In no mincing language, the council at its 
Monday, July 12 meeting teed off at the county council majority 

who aaopit^ a resolution last week calling for the advisory ques¬ 
tion to be placed on the November election ballot. 

City councilman Charles Schwan press their opinion whether the 


said that this action of county 
council represented an abandon¬ 
ment of the council’s responsibil¬ 
ities to the county, to the nation, 
and to future generations. He was 
referring to the fact that in the 
light of dwindling oil and gasoline 
reserves, it was imperative that 
alternate transportation means 
such as mass transit be expedited 
instead of undercut. 

All city councilmen viewed the 
referendum as the county council- 
men’s way to avoid facing up to 
the difficult problem of choosing 
a Greenbelt Metro route that has 
been controversial. 

Unfair 

More importantly, council viewed 
the referendum technique as un¬ 
fair, since people will be voting on 
only one segment of the full sys¬ 
tem. The obvious reuslt, said May¬ 
or Gil Weidenfeld, is that people 
in parts of the county that are 
already assured of METRO lines, 
will tend to view a line for other 
parts of the county negatively, 
especially in light of costs. “This 
approach,” he declared, “will frac¬ 
tionalize the county.” 

Councilman Tom White also 
tore into this piecemeal approach, 
noting that the voters voted in fa¬ 
vor of a full-scale METRO sys¬ 
tem in 1968. “There was never 
any indication that only some of 
the lines would be built.” 

Council also objected strenuous¬ 
ly to the fact that the county coun¬ 
cil acted on the referendum issue 
without notifying the city and 
other interested parties. 

County Vote 

The county council had adopted 
the Casu la-sponsored referendum 
resolution (CR-37) by a 6-4 vote, 
with council members Hartlove, 
Glendening, Koonce, Francois, Ca- 
sula, and Wilson voting, and coun¬ 
cil members Boglev, McDonough. 
Darlene White, and Amonett vot¬ 
ing against. Councilman Francis 
White abstained because of his po 
sition as vice chairman of the 
Board of Directors of Washing¬ 
ton Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA). The reso¬ 
lution passed onlv after Chairman 
Hartlove changed his vote from 
h ; <5 ordinal ‘nay.’

Metro ‘E’ route should be built at 
all. County council several months 
ago sent two alignments of the E’ 
route to General Plans, the second 
step of rapid rail planning. Never¬ 
theless, councilmen emphasized 
that their votes sending the route 
to General Plans did not commit 
them to ultimately voting in favor 
of building the controversial nor¬ 
thern leg. 

The authors say that the advi¬ 
sory ballot question does not lim¬ 
it their latitude in deciding the 
Metro construction question but 
is intended to give legislators a 
firmer idea of citizen opinion. 

The adopted question reads: “Do 
you favor construction of a Metro 
rail rapid transit line to serve the 
northern sector of Prince Georges 
County, extending northward from 
the District of Columbia’s Fort 
Totten Station, within the E Cor¬ 
ridor which is bounded on the 
west by New Hampshire Ave., on 
the east by the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Pkwy., and on the north in 
the vicinity of the Capital Belt- 
way ?” 

The latest development now re¬ 
ported is that the County Board 
of Elections has refused to place 
the advisory question on the bal¬ 
lot. In the past, all items placed 
on the ballot for a general elec¬ 
tion have been authorized by the 
State Board of Flections. 

Related Matter 

In a related matter, Councilmen 
Francois. Casula, Glendening and 
Wilson have introduced CB-61-1976 
which would have the effect of re¬ 
quiring a referendum to approve 
the issuance cf any additional 
bonds for the benefit, of the WM¬ 
ATA. A public hearing on this bill 
is scheduled for Tuesday, July 20, 
at 10 a.m. 

City council decided to take a 
strong position against this mea¬ 
sure for the same reasons c-t^d 
above. White noted that the voters 
several years ago had voted to put 
all bond issues except those for 
schools nild transit to ref ra ;ndum. 
Th« ^xcent ; ons w°rp mad° for good 
reason he said, so as to avoid pa¬ 
rochialism (i o., voters sacrificing 
the countv interest for -tbur nar¬ 
row interests).

Amnesty 

A request for the city council to 
go on record in favor of a declara¬ 
tion of universal and unconditional 
amnesty for those who protested 
American involvement in Vietnam 
provoked an hour-long discussion. 
Members of the audience presented 
both sides, but in the end the issue 
was whether or not it was a proper 
function of the city council to 
■take a position on matters that do 
not affect Greenbelt citizens singu¬ 
larly. 

Several members of city council 
expressed sympathy as individuals 
to the amnesty petition, but felt 
that they were not in a position 
to represent the citizens on issues 
that were not within the province 
of city government. 

One councilman noted that there 
could be no end to council in¬ 
volvement, if citizens with special 
concerns requested council endorse¬ 
ment. Another added that many 
of these issues could be quite com¬ 
plicated and council could hardly 
b^ expected to take positions with¬ 
out further hearings or studies. 

Unanimously, council agreed that 
the matter of amnesty was not a 
matter for city action. However, 
many persons agreed with Mayor 
Weidenfeld’s comment that he found 
the arguments on amnesty itself 
very interesting and thought-pro 
voking. 

Tennis Lights 

Action on another petition signed 
by 25 persons urging that the ten¬ 
nis courts be fit until 11 p.m. at 
night was deferred until the city 
has had a chance to test new 
shades ordered for the lights to re¬ 
duce light spillover into adjacent 
residential areas. Presently, the 
lighting is terminated at 10 o’clock. 

Amusement Tax 

Council put off to a special meet¬ 
ing on Monday, July 26, final ac¬ 
tion on raising the tax on coin- 
operated amusement devices from 
the present 2% to 4V*%. The mea¬ 
sure was held up to iron out the 
language. 

Final Action 

Council took final action on sev 
eral ordinances. One was an 
amendment to city personnel regu 
lations providing that Greenbelt 
CARES Youth Services Bureau em- 
<plo' T ^es would receive certain em¬ 
ployee benefits under the State 
law, rather than as eitv classified 
employees. Another establishes the 
functions of park patrol officer, 
giving him authority to issue park- . 
ing citations and warning citations 
for other offenses. A new job 
classification plan was s°t up for 
CARES employees.

Rather than ask that I be better 
informed, 1 feel mat you and your 
follow council members would do 
well to read and reread Mr. A1 
Skolnik’s article of the wrap up 
of tne city 1977 city budget.

The Electrical Division of the 
Prince George’s County Depart¬ 
ment of Licenses and Permits has 
noted increased interest by home- 
owners in th installation of attic 
ventilator fan, 

Joseph Kuntz, the County’s Chief 
Electrical Inspector, cautioned con¬ 
sumers that the installation of 
such fans should be done only by 
licensed electrical contractors, and 
that the work must be done under 
permit. Advising that the electrical 
permit affords protection against 
improper and unsafe work, Kuntz 
pointed out that homeowners plan¬ 
ning to install their own attic fans 
must also apply for an electrical 
permit. This permit assures them 
the advice, guidance, and full 
inspection by the Electrical Divi¬ 
sion.

Eye Injury Dangers 

To the Editor: 

Many Greenbelt families who 
would not think of harming their 
neighbors may do so unintention¬ 
ally within the next day or week, 
unless they do something quickly 
about a special problem. 

But, you ask, what can I do to 
prevent certain injuries to my 
neighbors, especially eye injuries? 
There is a very simple solution — 
take a pair of pruning shears or 
hedge clippers, walk around your 
home and trim away all over¬ 
hanging tree branches, shrubs and 
bushes that border sidewalks or 
paths. 

Within a small area of homes on 
lower Ridge Road, I noted that at 
least five tree branches, rose bush 
shoots or projecting shrubs were 
sticking out ovefi sidewalks or 
paths to the extent that an adult 
or child could receive an eve in¬ 
jury, especially if the individual 
was running or walking there at 
night. 

The cooperation of all of us 
is needed in taking care of this 
problem to prevent eve damage or 
blindness.

State Finances Study 
Of Transit Needs 

The Maryland Department of 
Transportation is awarding $7,200 
to Prince Georges County for mass 
transit studies in the Laurel and 
College Park areas. 

The grant is part of a continuing 
program to assist development of 
transit systems in small urban are¬ 
as. It will be combined with 
$39,200 in federal funds and $2,600 
in county funds. 

The College Park study will de¬ 
sign a transportation system serv¬ 
ing the University of Maryland 
campus and College Park, River- 
dale, Berwyn Heights, and Green¬ 
belt. The system will complement 
the current commuter bus line and 
the proposed Washington Metro 
line and connect with the Baltimore 
and Ohio commuter rail service in 
Berwyn Heights, College Park, and 
Riverdale. 

Both studies will include opinion 
surveys among residents in the stu¬ 
dy areas. The surveys will deter¬ 
mine the demand for mass transit 
Service and provide information 
that will be used in establishing 
possible route and services. 

The studies will be sponsored and 
monitored by Prince Georges County 
and will involve professional con¬ 
sultants working with state, county, 
and local government personnel.

GHI Renovation Work 

by A1 Skolnik 

If Greenbelt Homes, Inc. mem¬ 
bers happen to notice increased ac¬ 
tivity around their homes in the 
coming months, it will not bo their 
imagination. As the result of recent 
action taken by the GHI board, 
the remaining months of the sum¬ 
mer will see a rising tempo of reno¬ 
vation and maintenance work in 
the co-op. 

For example, at the July 8 board 
meeting, the board let'out bids for 
this year’s trim paint program. 140 
brick homes and 236 frame homes 
will have their trim painted this 
summer by the R & R Home Im 
provement Co. who “were the low 
bidders. Their bid was $54,400, some 
S6.000 under the amount budgeted. 

Also approved by the board was 
continuation of last year's termite 
extermination program. Last year 
210 frame units were protected. 
This summer’s work will cover the 
remaining 790 frame home units. 
(The work must be done in the 
summer while the heating plants 
are shut down.). The low bidder 
was H & H Exterminators, Inc. 
with $39,000, some $4,400 over the 
budgeted amount. 

Another program approved by 
the board was garage roof replace¬ 
ments for 50 rental garages. Tho 
low bid was submitted by Fay Con¬ 
struction Co. for $11,000. some $3,000 
under the budget. The cost of this 
project is covered by garage rents. 

Earlier Programs 

- items approved earlier as part of 
the major maintenance and capital 
improvement borrowing program 
are also proceeding rapidly. GHI 
manager Roy Brcashears reported 
that tunnel work on 8 of the 19 
frame small steam plants being 
^converted from steam to hot water 
has been completed. The. remain¬ 
ing work is expected to be finished 
by th end of July. 

The roof replacement program is 
*40 percent completed in the brick 
homes and 58 percent completed in 
the frames. The sidewalk repair 
work is 55 percent completed in 
the brick homes and 37 per cent in 
the frames. All the driveway and 
parking court work scheduled for 
this year has been completed,. 70 
percent of the electrical heavy-up 
work in the frame homes under the 
first contract is completed. 

Conversions of the large boiler 
plants is also proceeding. The ray 
rotary burner conversion is 75 to 80 
percent completed. This work, re¬ 
quired by State law, involves the 
2nd burner in each of the 4 large 
plants. 

Administration Building 

The corporation is also renovat¬ 
ing its Administration Building. 
Gutter and roof replacement work 
has been completed and the board 
is planning to Spend $7,300 to pro¬ 
vide additional offices for the assis¬ 
tant manager and secretaries and 
to provide additional warehousing 
space* 

The corporation needs additional 
members to staff -the regular com¬ 
mittees. Anyone interested is asked 
to contact the. manager’s office. 

The next meeting of the board 
will be the second Thursday in Au¬ 
gust — August 12, 

Beltway Plaza Mail 
To Host Health Fair 

All county residents are invited 
to participate in the free health 
rair scheduled lor Leltway Plaza 
Mall on Friday and Saturday, July 
16 and 17, between 11 a.m. and 7 
p.m. each day.

There 
will be booths designed specifically 
for young children, older youths, 
adults, and senior citizens. 


G belt Bikeway Completed 

The Maryland Department of 
Transportation has completed its 
fifth and last demonstration bike¬ 
way, in Greenbelt. Beginning at 
Lakecresf Drive in Greenbelt, the 
1.5 mile bikeway passes under the 
Capital Beltway (1-495) along 
Greenbelt Road and through Ber¬ 
wyn Heights, ending at 57th Street 
and Indian Creek park. The route 
is mostly paved road shoulders on 
both sides of Greenbelt road. In 
Berwyn Heights, opposite Beltway 
Plaza shopping center and Green¬ 
belt Junior High School, it is a 
combination bikeway-sidewalk. 

Demonstration bikeways are in¬ 
tended 'to test the practicality, 
safety, and design adequacy of 
bikeways in general. The depart¬ 
ment encourages local jurisdictions 
to use its demonstration routes as 
part of their own bikeway net¬ 
works. Prince George’s County, 
for example, mav extend the Green¬ 
belt bikeway to Indian Creek park, 
the University of Maryland, and 
eventually to the Anacostia River 
park. 

Location of the bike route was 
coordinated with the City of 
Greenbelt, Berwyn Heights, and 
the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission. 
Ratrie, Robbins & Schweizer. Inc. 
of Baltimore, built the bikeway for 
$71 334. The Federal Highway Ad¬ 
ministration paid seventy per cent 
of the cost and tho Marvland De¬ 
partment of Transportation paid 
tho rest.

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Your electric meter can tell you how much electricity you’ve bought...and how much you haven’t. 


It’s not much on looks, but with a little understanding, your 
electric meter can become a real friend. It works rather like a car's 
odometer, only instead of miles, it totals your electrical energy 
consumption... measured in kilowatt-hours. So you can figure 
how many kilowatt-hours of electricity you’ve bought over a given 
time...and how many you’ve managed to eliminate. 


Here’s how to read your electric meter and check how many 
kilowatt-hours of electricity you are using: 



Most residential meters have four dials. You read them right to left because the 
meter records in units which convert to tens, hundreds, and finally into thousands 
of kilowatt-hours. ■ Also note that, starting from the right, the first and third 
dials ar| read clockwise, the other two run counterclockwise, ■ As the example ■ 
shows, the first dial is right on 4. The second dial is read as 4 since it hasn't 
reached the 5. The third dial is 9. The fourth dial is read as 1 since the preceding 
dial has not reached 0. ■ On most meters (as on this one), the right hand dial 
records tens of kilowatt-hours, so the reading of 1944 actually means 19440 I 

kilowatt-hours, and would be shown that way on vour bill. 


To find out how many units of PEPCO’s product you have bought 
—in a day, a week or a whole billing period—you simply subtract 
the reading at the beginning of any given time period from the reading 
at the end of that period. 


Now you know how to keep tabs on the amount of electricity 
you’re buying. Why not clip out the instructions and put them 
with your meter so everyone in your family w ill have them for 
future use? 

Always remember, the less you buy the less you pay for. You 
might even turn this simple operation into a family contest. Name 
each family member “meter reader” for a day, then compare daily 
readings at week’s end. The lowest daily kilowatt-hour reading wins. 

You may wonder whether you can trust your meter. You should 
know that we test all meters for accuracy before they are installed, 
and we spot check them afterwards to make sure they’re working 
properly. If a meter isn’t running right, most times it undermeasures 
your usage. Worn-out meters don't speed up and increase your 
bill. They slow down.
